WHSELIXG, W. Va., Jaly 27.—What 


IB declared to be the moat important 
and largest gathering of tbe heads of 
labor organizations of America ever 
held is now in session in this city. It IB 
the conference of labor leaders called 
last week by President M, D. Ratchford 
of the United Mine Workers and ap- 
proved by President Gompera of the 
American Federation ot Labor, in which 
•tbe miners' organisation la a part. Tl 
part of tbe conference ia to aid in 
Bpeedy and successful termination 
tbe great coal strike. Sessions of th 
•conference were aeld during tbe day an 
•tonight, but until the uight session wa 
<he)d little had been accomplished.

Cnairman (iampers then called upon 


the miners' representatives to detail the 
situation. They were also aakod to sug- 
geat in what manner the other labor or- 
ganizations could give their aid. Presi- 
dent Ratcbfoid of the miners' union ad- 
dressed the conference at some l e , 
etating fully the causes that hud led to 
tbe suspension of work in tbe bitumin- 
ous regioiia and presented the condi- 
tions of the minors who aro taking part 
in tbo strike.

Lewis alao addressed the conference, 
speaking in the aame strain. 


Upon reassembling at 2.30 the confer- 


ence aeain took up the strike question. 
Messrs. Mahon, Rea and Deae, who 
have been at work in thn Fairaionnt dis- 
trict, Mr. Aakew, who is fresh from the 
Norfolk and western territory, and Mr. 
Sovereign again addressed the meeting, 
the latter speaker at some length. The 
conference wan behind closed doors.

He prefaced the report with ft few re- 
marks on what be termed the. bunco in- 
tention o! tbe meeting.

lie underitood that it had been called 
with a view of hastening a settlement 
of tbe strike and was assured of that 
ftt a conference with the General on 
Monday night. 


The preamble to the resolutions re- 


citea tbe earnest desire of the coal op- 
erator* to devise honorable methods to 
bring the strike to a termination; de- 
plores tbe poverty and misery of the 
vast army oi miners and their families, 
and claims that the public baa been 
misled by false statements as to the 
causes responsible for tbe present and 
past tnrmoil.

Minority Report on the Uniformity 


Agreement Presented. 


PixrsBCBO, Ju!y 27.—Eighty-nine coal 


companies1 minea located in the Pitts- 
burg district were represented at the 
coal operators' uniformity meeting here 
today. Toe operators who ship byriver 
and those owning mines in tbe West- 
moreland field were not present. Very 
little wan accomplished at the sessions 
today. The old uniformity, againat 
which the new clause was inserted, was 
represented by the committee and the 
meeting tomorrow will take the agree- 
ment by clauses for discussion. 


The only sensational incident of to- 


day's session occurred when Colonel W. 
I'.Rend presented a minority report on 
tbe uniformity agreement, denouncing 
the procedure of the masting in severe 
terms and bolting tbe conference. 


W. Murray called the meeting to or- 


dar at 11.30 by nominating Alex Demp- 
ster for chairman. Colonel W. P. 
Rend named George Scaledbore, bnt ho 
declined and Dompator was chosen to 
preside. 


General John Little was chosen vice 


president. He made a short address, 
saying ho came here as a citizen, and 
had no personal interests in the coal 
business. Hoped by conciliation and 
mediation to brin^r a settlement be- 
tween the contending factions.

Largo quantities of 
Bartlett pears are being shipped from 
Sacramento, Peachea and piama are 
quite generally reported as ripening 
aicsly.

MILITARY POST IN ALASKA.

WASHINGTON^ July 2l>.—The secretary 


of war is considering a proposition that' 
has been made to him to establish, arnili- 
tary post iu Alaska. 


The government baa no troops in that 


vaat territory and in view of the heavy 
immigration there and tha possible dan- 
cer to life and property from lawless 
characters, be haa been urged to create 
an Alaskan military port. 


The President and Secretary Alger 


bave decided to detail an army officer 
and a company of soldiera from tho regu- 
lar army for service in Alaska. Tbe 
matter ia yet in very indefinite shape, 
but details will he arranged as aoon as 
possible in order that jha eoldiera may 
get into tbo vicinity of the gold country 
before navigation closes on tbe Yukon 
river.

their baggage and stores will probably 
be accepted.

an alarm of fire from box 5 called- ont 
the tire department to a blaze in Wood- 
ward's addition.

prompt aa usual, but engine 2io. 1, 
which started out for the Ore, never got 
furthur than the postodice corner. 


When the engine started there was a 


collision with the door of the engine 
house, and Engineer Maxwell waa pretty 
badly hurt in the back just aa ho 
clambered up onto the engine with 
Driver "Romoy" A&hbrook and R, B. 
Wallace. The three held their places 
on the engine as the team careered down 
J street at the uaual nigh speed. 


The quickest route to the flrn wonH 


have been straight along J street, bat 
Ash brook, who ie driving for George 
Machen, turned tbe team when Tnlaro 
etreet waa reached and the off horse 
slipped and fell. The street wae aiip- 
pery and the other horae dashed on, 
carrying the engine and the fallen horse 
obliquely forward. 


Perceiving that a wreck waa inevit- 


able, aa the erect horse and the proe- 
trate plunged on to the sidewalk near 
thepostoftice, Engineer Maxwell jumped 
for hia life, but Ashbrook, who was 
strapped to hia Beat, stayed where he 


raa. 
In another moment the windows and 


doors of the poatoffice facing on ^niare 
street were a mass of kindling wood- and 
broken plate glass. The door posts were 
carried clear away from the foundations 
and the frame work torn from- ita at- 
tachments. The horae which had pre- 
viously 
fallen was almost instantly 


killed, the pole beine forced into its 
body by the force of the collision, tear- 
ing open tbe poor animal's body in a 
horrible manner. 


Early as it waa there were a hundred 


persons around the postoifica within a 
few minutes. The dead hor-e lay in a 
large pool of blood tritbin tho general 
office and the atream of gore flowed out 
on to the sidewalk so freely aa to sicken 
the spectators. 


As qnickly as possible tha wreck waa 


cleared np and the engine, which had 
eteam up, was backed on to the street. 
The smoke and steam which ascended 
from the sidewalk caused the occupants 
of the upstairs' rooms to turn out in 
haste under the impression that the 
building was on fire. 


Tliadead ho ree had only been in ser- 


vice a month. It was F.Q iron gray and 
costs $100, thooch worth $00 more. The 
remains of the animal were hauled away 
and buried. 


Trustees Spinney, Ohittenden and 


Austin were soon on the epot and after 
the wreckage had been removed and tho 
blood washed away they proceeded to 
make an eitimate of the damages, all oE 
which will have to be paid by the city. 


The repairs to the engine will coat at 


least $500. Thnn there is a bill on the 
part of Uncle Sam which will foot up 
$125 more, including $90 for tbe plate 
glass windows. Add to thia a sum ol 
$150, which is the least for which the 
dead horee can be replaced, and a bill 
of over $750 hits to be met by tbe trus- 
tees at an early date. The responsibil- 
ity, if ftny, for the accident has not yet 
benn fixed.

the important questions involved have 
to do with the construction of tho 
treaty and convention now existing be- 
tween the two conn tries as well aa a dis- 
cussion of the lawa of this country, to 
suggest that the matters aS ieaae be re- 
ferred to & disinterested arbitrator or 
arbitrator!! for settlement, and' in case 
such suggestion ia accepted by hia im- 
parial Japanese majesty'a government 
to aay that the HawaiiangaTernment 
will abide by the result."

irty, as well as in regard to-civil righto. 


-1. "They are entitled to free and 


easy access to the courts of justice of 
Hawaii in prosecution and defense of

5. "They are at liberty, under any 


and all circaiustancee, to choose and 
araploy lawyers and solicitors, advocates 
or acenta from any etess-whom they may 
see tit to authorize and act for them or 
ia their name. 


"In disreRurd of these rights," wrote 


Sonnt Okuma, "480 -Japanese subjects, 
after being confined for some consider- 
able time, and without- any judicial de- 
termination, without hairing access to 
the courts, without bavins permission 
to consult with our representatives, 
wore ignotninoualy or,pellad from the 
oountry." 
It is not suggested tliat similar treat- 


ment would, under any circumstances, 
b« meted out to Hawaiian citizens. In 
fact, the action waa- based upon the 
fact that the persons- concerned were 
aliens, who, by statutory friction, were 
deemed to he without the territorial 
limits of Hawaii.

Aa for Mr. Shaukiin, he did not con- 


cern bimdelf in the matter beyond try- 
trying to settle tbe dispute between 
himself and Madson so as to make 
the cost fall upon themEelves instead of 
upon ths city. Madsou bad made in- 
qairiea among tbe membera of the elec- 
tion hoards, however, and found out 
tbat Shanklin would have at leaat five 
votes tho better of him in the event of a 
recount. From that moment Madson 
gave all suggestions for a recount a deaf 
ear. He waa alao invited to mandamus 
Shanklin if he waa in a hurry for the 
office, hut aa that might have led to a 
recount he ignored that suggestion aleo. 
If there waa any unfairness in the count 
Shanklin was tbe victim; as for the 
ofiicial count, the vote given to Shank- 
lin which made the tie was honestly hia. 


Mr. Goiicber displays astounding 


ignorance of the new law when he saya, 
or makea the Democratic and Populist 
city committees Ray, that all the otficars 
at the priinarv election must, under the 
law of 1897, be paid out of tbecity treas- 
ury, etc. The law provides nothing of 
the kind; the officers at primary elec- 
tions must give tbeir services free of 
charge. This may be hard on the Demo- 
Tops, but it's true. Haa Mr. Goucher 
read tbe law? Ti not, why not? In pe- 
titioning for primaries tbe Kepublicans 
merely followed the requirements of the 
law. "It is absurd to hold the Republi- 
can trustees and,M>. Bhanklin responsi- 
ble for this. By tbe way, it seems that 
Lawyer Goucheria ignorant of another 
provision of the new law, and that is 
that no party designation can appear on 
tho ballot oppoaite the name of a person 
nominated by petition. Ho must appear 
as an "Independent." Finally it might 
be suggested that the fusionist commit- 
tees loarn how to spell the name of their 
candidate correctly.

"From Edmonton to the Klondyke 


mines ia about 700 miles and the region 
to bo traversed is level and presents DO 
obstacles. On moat maps you will find 
that the Rocky mountains go almost to 
the Arctic through the Northwest terri- 
tory, when tbe fact ia that they stop at 
about the B2d or 03d parallel. I have 
surveyed around them at about thia 
point. 


"Tbe region through which one passes 


on thia journey ia for a groat part an ex- 
cellent farminj; country. The trip to 
Klondyke can be made by horaes, which 
may be used both for riding and as pack 
animals. At the right time of the year 
there is plenty of feed for the animals 
and game for the travelers, and there 
are practically no hardships to encoun- 
ter. Them are also numerous Indian 
settlements, though they thin out as

KGt further north. I have spent 


some time in the Northwest territory 
nnd know there is plenty of gold there. 
I was at the Oaaaiar mines n"*r Daaee 
lake and also visited the Pence river 
digninge, all of which are very rich. But 
the Klondyke region is BO much richer 
tbntno rtoubt these old diggings have 
been deserted. 


"I mil 8tart out about August lot 


and expect to reach Klondyke by S 
tember 15th. Aboutaeven or eight per- 
Boue will be in my party, though as yet 
I have definite assurances from only 
two-Mr. A. S. Cagwin and Mr. F. R. 
Panlop. While on the other routes it 
is necessary to have from $500 to $ GOO in 
order to make the trip in good ahapo, 
between $250 and $300 is sufficient OD 
the route I propose to take. This will 
allow the purchase of a years supplies, 
too." 


Mr. Mack epoko like a man who knew 


about what he was taikmg,and those who 
are acquainted with him s&y he is thor- 
oughly trustworthy. It is reported thai 
Dr. Pedlar ig thinking of accompanying 
Mr, Mack. The gentleman is a mining 
engineer aa well as a surveyor, and has 
had charpo of valuable properties in 
Mexico nnd elsewhere. 


ARCHBISHOP IRELAND. 


Interesting Letter From the Prelate 


to Judge Notme. 


Readers of the RXPDBLICAX will re- 


member the account of an Interesting 
incident ia the career of Archbishop 
Ireland ol Minnesota, which wai con* 
tribnted to these colunmi eouie time 
ago by George A. Nonree of this city. 


The incident occurred during tbe civil 


war, at tbe time of the draft riole, and 
tbe Biehop,who was then merely a priest, 
but who possefcsBed much influence, 
prevented what might bave developed 
into a eerions uprising. There was great 
dissatisfaction in Minnesota OV.M Ihe 
draft, and tbe mutteringsof tbe popu- 
lace caused the patriotic citizens much 
alarm. Judge Nourse, vrbo theu occu- 
pied an official position, called the at- 
tention of the authorities to the etate of 
affairs, bat they paid no attention to Ma 
warnings. 
It was then that Father Ireland 


showed bis courage and patriotism. He 
was at the head of a large pariah, which 
appeared to he tbe seat of disaffection. 
He had beard of the proposed move- 
ment to resist the draft, sad on a cer- 
tain Sunday ha preached an impassioned 
sermon ia which be denounced the 
movement and threatened those con- 
cerned iu it with the displeasure o! tbe 
church if they attempted to carry out 
their designs. Tne result was that the 
people quieted down, and no more 
threats were heard. 


A few (lays ago Judge Nonrse received 
e following letter from the Bishop: 
"D.>arSir:—I should have written 
u laatautumiito f.hank you for your 
ry kind remarks about me made in 
ur letter to tbe Fresno RKPOBLICAS. I 
tended to write you at the time, bnt

. eo. I now tardily fulfill my duty in 
o matter. It was very good of you to 
VB remembered me all these years.

Anything I can do for 
lira in my capacity, will be cheerfully 
done. Give ray regards to his family 
and tell liis sons that T hope the ter-

My DearMiea Eahleman:—Thia day 


bids fair for letter writing, and I have 
wished foi some time to write yon a 
lengthy letter of myself and doings, and 
things in general, and why defer? 


On my arrival here I presented my 


letters of introduction and commenced 
gathering information for business. I 
icon discovered that the people to whom 
I had letters were tbe most influential 
and aristocratic in tbe town, and well 
connected in business, but tbey said 
nearly everything tbey could to dia- 
conrage me; that I had come here in a 
very dull time, and if I bad tbe means 
they would advise me to go straight 
aome before my money gave out; tnat 
justness was so fearfully depressed and 
there were so many more applicants for 
lositiona than positions, all of which I 
onnil out was true. One gentleman 
said that he bad beeu besieged with ap- 
plications from people desiring just tbe 
iarno sort of work that I represented 
myself as capable of doing, and that 
if I bad chosen any other occupation be- 
eidea that of a typewriter, stenographer, 
private secretary, bookkeeper, general 
:lerk or lawyer, I would be more apt to 
;et a position. 1 scanned the newspa- 
pers closely for "Wanted,"and soon dis- 
covered that ho was right. 


1 visited some of the business offices 


aud was received by all with the utmost 
consideration, bat they had all the aa- 
BiBtants, and more than they needed, 
and were only keeping some of them on 
account of past faithful services with the 
hope tbat business would look up. They 
all asked if I understood Dutch, and 
whan I said that English was the only 
language I had ever takeu any liberties 
with, they told me that Dutch was 
essential. 
I tben procured a Dutch 


book and teacher 
and commenced 


to uproot all the Engliab I knew and 
plant in ite place and atead Dutch. My 
instructor was a raw Dutchman; ho 
could not Bpeak English, and I being an 
Englishman, aa yon know, could not 
speak Dutch. We not on very well for 
a time under those circumstances with- 
out quarreling, but no sooner did be 
commence to speak a few words of Eng- 
lish and 1 a few worde of Dutch than 
wo commenced to quarrel. Somehow, 
I think principally by motions, we 
made each other understand that we 
desired no more foreign language, in 


nsequence of which I am plodding 
ong with only the plain every day 
ngliah as a weapon of defense in a 
ntcb country. 
I bad been here about a month wben

ork, and 1 was thankful to receive one

ould give me some work by the day, 
tth a view to permanent employment, 
n the Sth of February I went to work 


him, just about a month after I ar- 


ved iu Johannesburg, and did some of 
y bast and moat rapid typewriting, 
e had at tbe time three others in the 
ffice, and they were eo taken with my 
apid writing that they npent B part 


the time watching me, and part 
tbe time advertising over tbe town 
iat no one in tbe Transvaal Republic 
mid come up 
to me 
in speed, 


u less tlmu three woeka the manager, 
D whom I had hardly spoken half a 
ozen words during tho time, called me 
to the private oftice and aaked me if 1 
Iced ttiR work well enough to contract 
1th him for sis mouths at a salary of 
26 pounds per month. Tbat waa all be 
ould afford to offer me to etartwith, 
s he had just opened a new business 
Imsclf, and at the end of Biz months 


bueineaa improved I was to grow with 
m business. I accepted the offer. 
I put up at tbe Havoy hotel when I 
rut arrived here. The hotel proved to 
e everything except "a real nice, re- 
jectable place tor a woman alone," aa 
; had been recommended to me. The 
:omen and men sat around in groups 
n the verandah and drank often and 
_uch. There were many women alone 
lere, but as to their being respectable, 
ow that is another matter. The place 
{together was decidedly uncomfortable 
ud badly managed. One day I wasgo- 
ie down stairs to lunuh ami ouo of 
be niggers started upstairs on a gallop 
nd ran right into me and knocked mo 
own. The proprietor waa there and 
id not Jay a word, although he saw it.

The bicycle I broujbt with me I

It 
would be very inconvenient for me to 
Jive in tbi« town without a wheel, if I 
bad to depend on the street care. It 
coeta a six pence every time one boards 
the car, oo matter how ihoit the ride, 
and at night a shilling. Think of that, 
25 cents to ride a short distance on a 
street car drawn by horsea or mnlea. 


It ia a good thing that 1 learned to 


ride a bicycle well, for it» most danger- 
oar riding here. So mach traffic in the 
streets, and the cabbies are not careful 
about their driving, and the inevitable 
bicycle scorcher IB liable to upset you if 
you are not constantly on the lookout. 
Still there are many people riding all 
the time, attended with tbe usual, or 
more than nsual, number of eeriona ac- 
cidents. Tbe streets are being repaired 
constantly with the rock from the mines 
aud eventually tbey will be fairly good 
for bike ridere, although not nearly so 
smooth as asphalt. There is no sewerage 
here aa yet, and when it rains the water 
runs down tho street* in rivers and of 
coarse it gets very muddy. There » 
something singular about this eoil, for 
u'ter a bard rain tbe ground is dry in 
Lwo hours, aud iu a half a day it is 
dusty. It seems porous like a sponge 
and absorbs rapidly.

Tbey are not lacking in style oat here, 
neither are tbey behind the times. One 
can come nearer comparing this place 
with San Francisco tban any other I 
know for atyle, fast living, gambling, 
meanness and general universal ungod- 
linosa. 
Still tbe churchea are well 


filled, and it is iliftkult to get a eeat on

night at the Presbyterian 


As to tbe political condition here, you 


jrobably know as much about that aa I 
do, if you read the newspapers. How 
tbe Uitiandera feel oppressed on account 
of not being enfranchised, nor having 
anv eay whatever in government or 
municipal affair a; how there are 180.000 
Uitlander (outlandish) eoula, witu only 
66,000 Boers, aad bow the former pay 
taxes £25-'2-0 per head, and the BoerB 
pay only £3-13-0 per head, etc. Jf you 
see the English papers you get enough 
of the Transvaal, for there is more being 
written about this place at present than 
my other country on the globe. 


The climate here ia all tbat could be 


wished for, cool mornlnc end evening, 
bnt pleasant in the middle of the day. 
The'weather about Christmas time was 
juat warm enough to make you realize 
it wae summer, but not uncomfortable. 
The seasons are all wrong here. Christ- 
mas aeema to come on tbe Fourth of 
July, and vice versa. But I am dread- 
ing tho aand storma when winter seta in 
in earnest, which will be from July un- 
til November. From what 1 hear they 
are really worth chronicling, The dust 
blowa until it is simply blinding, and 
reminds me of tbe pictures I saw in tbe 
geography when I was a child, of people 
crossing the desert with camels, and 
when tbey were overtaken by a aimoon 
they lay flat down in the aand until it 
blew over. The dust is like a brick dust 
and nettles all through your clothes un- 
til it spoils them. 


Some of the mines that were only de- 


veloping have closed down until things 
look up. Tbe paying ones, where tbey 
aro crushing, are all in operation, and 
will continue to crush as long ai they 
pay. 1 bad tbe pleasure of going down 
one o( the large mines at the edge of 
town, soon after I came here. I think 
I saw pretty nearly everything but gold, 
although they told me it was a very rich 
mine. Tiiere were many Kaffirs at 
work dressed iu abbreviated costumes, 
and some of thorn, whose costumes were 
oo abbreviated, slid behind dark cor-" 
era until our procession passed. We 
ach carried candles to protect us from 
tfalla in case tbe electric lights winked 
ut, and of course got tallow all over 
ur dresses. 
All tbe laws and court practice are in 
utcb, and tho court fees allowed by 
w are very low; bnt there is a vast 
eal of business outside of court prac- 
ce which pays well if a lawyer baa 
irae way of corralling- the business. 
iere are many lawyers hero, nnd some 
them are doing a big business. Such 
person as a woman "solicitor" was 


ever heard of In thia part of tho coun- 
y until I came, and they were inclined 


> look oo the matter with merriment, 
[owever, I have no notion of applying 
JT admifliori to tho court here, and, do 
ot know but that I would have to pass 
notber examination. I know 1 would 
i Dutch and the local laws. 
The present political condition gives 
young man no ahow here in a political 
ay, everything being in the bands of

Thia ides BO preyed 
upon hia mind that he became very de- 
Bpondciit aud threatened several times 
to do away with hi meelf. 


Hia friend, 3oo FOOD, kept a clo§e 


watch on him, but Bbortly before 3 
o'clock left Ding Foot alone for fifteen 
or twenty mm me a in his room in Chi- 
nese alley. When he returned he was 
horrified to rind Foot hanging from a 
nail in tho wall, dead. The crazy musi- 
cian had procured a etrip of canvas, 
tied oue end to the nail and the oiber 
around his neck and let his feet slip 
from under him. Foon immediately 
notified the authorities of tbe. snicide 
and Foot's body waa cut down. 


At the inquest held laal evening the 


jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the facts here related. Tbe funeral 
of Dmt; Foot will take place Monday 
morning from the undertaking eatab* 
liahment of Long & Cornwall on J 
street. The deceased was twenty-nine 
years of age.

He exhibited tho possession 
of commercial ability of no mean order, 
and served an apprenticeship with credit 
to himself in a number of hnsinees 
bouses. Finally he came to Fresno and 
set up a dry goods store in the premises 
now occupied hy the Oity Bakery.

Very aeon he moved into the premises 
at the comer of I and Tiilare streets, 
now well known aa tho Wiener block.
